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3. PHYSICAL SECURITY 


c. Safety Branch 


(2) The Safety Branch, by Executive Directive, cor.pleted 
# comprehensive report on the Agency's Safety Progran:, for 
the President. The report reflected that the estin:ated total 
coast for injuries, fires and motor vehicle accidents was in excess 
of 2 million dollars for Calendar Year 1968. 


(2) Fersonnel of the 67th Ordnance Detachn.ent, Fort 
Lesley J. McNair, were escorted on three tours of the Head~ 
quarters Building and grounds in erder to familiarize these 
individuals with Building interior, terrain, etc. » to permit 
appropriate action in the event that a suspect package or 
explosive device is discovered. SOF'g were prepared by both 
the 67th Ordnance Detachment and the Safety Branch. Asa 
further protective measure, approximately 175 Security Officers 
attended a briefing given by the Commanding Officer, 67th 
Ordance Detachnient, on safety procedures to be followed upon 
discovery of a suspect package. 
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(3) Training was given to selected security officers 
and other personnel being assigned PCS overseas in various 
types of tear gas devices, gas niasks and oxygen breathing 
equipment; in the preparation and containment and extinguish- 
ment of Molotov cocktails; resuscitation and other form:s of 
safety and fire fighting. 


d. Fertrmeter Security and Safety 


(1) A comprehensive plan for the deployment of closed 
circuit TV in the Headquarters compound was developed. 
The[" |camera coverage will be monitored in the U.S. 
Special Folice alarr: center and displayed in the Security 
Command Center. In the spring, bids were requested and a 
contract for equipment and installation was signed on 30 June 
1969. 


(2) In Novernber 1968 a Guard Fost was activated at 
Gate #4 (West Lot) to expedite the flow of traffic frorr the 
Headquarters compound. During rush hours West Lot traffic 
may now exit through Bureau of Public Roads property to 
Route 193 which has significantly reduced the congestion at 
Gate #1 during the noorning and evening rush hours. 


(3) Portable closed-circuit television systems were 
established at Gates #1 and #3 to provide a capability to 
monitor the area in the event of an emergency or civil disorder. 


e. Badging 


Initial arrangements were made in June 1969 to have all 
Agency employees rephotographed by November 1969 in 
connection with a proposed overall rebadging program. 


f. White House Support 


In support of President'Nixon’s visit to the Headquarters 
Building on 7 March 1969, the Office of Security provided 
personnel, credentials and com:munications in order to ensure 
safety and security on that occasion. -

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g- With the activation of OSSD in October 1968 Office of 
Security overseas TDY travel was coordinated to ensure 
maximum. utilization of such personnel. 
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6. INVESTIGATIONS 


a. Delineation of Clearance Responsibility in 
Gontract Employee Cases 


In order to eliminate confusion that had previously 
existed in other components of the Agency regarding 
processing channels for Contract Employee clearances, 

TD ialtiated action culminating in an agreement within 

the Office of Security whereby ID will handle ell Contract 
E-mployee-Type B (Fxternal) cases emanating from DD/P 
elements, and PSD will handle Type B (External) cases 
from non-DD/P components. as well as all Type A (Internal) 
cases, 


b. Revision of the Agents Manual 


A revision of the Agents Manual was substantially 
completed during FY 1969. When published in early FY 1970, 
the revised Manual will provide Field Agents with essential 
up-to-date information tonceraing investigative and adminis- 
trative matters. 
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7. OPERATIONAL SUPPORT 


b. Frotection for Agency Recruiters 


Support to help protect Agency recruiters against 
harassnient and picketing by den.onstration groups increased 
during the fiscal year. Asa result, in spite of a general 
increase in can:pus disturbances, Agency recruiters 
experienced fewer ernbarrassing confrontations than in 
previous years. 
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9. AUTOMATION AND RECORDS 


a. The CIA - Fort Holabird Data Corn munications Systen. 
became operational in May 1963, enabling CIA and the Defense 
Central Index to exchange National Agency Check inquiries in 
machine language and process sane by computer search 
methods. 


b. The Office of Fersonnel was assisted in preparing data 
for a newly created ADP systen: for contract personnel 
(EERCON), involving searching and reviewing approxin.ately 
3,500 names and files to identify security file numbers, type 
and date of last security operational approval and country of 
birth. 


c. Security personnel con.pleted 106, 934 requests from other 
Federal Agencies for nan.e checks which resulted in 9, 110 
positive results. Of the number of requests received 1i, 379 
requests were transmitted via the newly established tele- 
proceasing link between CIA and Fort Holabird (DOD/NACC) 
during the final six montha of the fiscal year. During this 
gare period 7,041 ‘no record’ responses were transmitted to 
NACC. © 


d. Security records personnel added 3,254 new nar-es to the 
Special Compartr.ented Clearance (SPECLE) index in the 
Cempartmented Information Branch (CEB) to bring the totai 
number of persone on record to 83,708. Action was also 
initiated to obtain a remote access capability for the SF ECLE 
index sv as to elin-inate wasteful duplication of cormpartn ented 
indices and to centralize all clearance records into a single 
index syster: that will service all of the internal requiren-ents 
af the Agency.

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f. Automatic Data Frocessing 


(1) The Office of Security has continued to m.onitor the 
activities of several governmental groups concerned 

with the security probler:s involved in the use of mr cdern 
information processing techniques. These groups include 
USIB, COMIREX, the Defense Science Board Task Force 
for Tirm-.e-Sharing Syatern Security, and those involved in 
the coun Network. 


(2) The OS Computer Security Program has developed 
substantially during FY 1969 both in program: planning 

and manpower allocation. The Special Asaistant to the 
Director of Security for Automatic Data Processing is 

being redesignated as the Chief, Inforr: ation Processing 
Branch and has been assigned two additional professional: 
security officers. i is anticipated that another professional 
security officer with basic system: programscing experience 
will be added in the near future. ; 
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
